Honour of Almighty-God, in eftabliſh- 
ingthe true Proteſtant Profeſſion in that 
Kingdome » and His Princely care for the 
200d of ail His Dominions , Hath firm- 
ly relolycd, with all convenient ſpzed, to 
goe into Ireland, to chaſtile thoſe wicked 
and deteftable Rebels, (odious to God and 
all good men) thereby foto ſertle the Peace 
of that Kingdome, and” the Security of 
this, thatthe very nameof Feares and 


lealouſfies may bee no more heard of a- 
mongft us. 


As His Majefly doubts not, bus that 
his Parliament will cheerfully give all 
polhblo alhſtance to this good worke ; fo 
hee requires them and all .his loving 
Subjcas to belceve, that hee thal! apor 
thoſe Conſiderations, as carnelily pre 
t:isdeligne ( not declning any. 145410 
of his Perſon in performing ih! 41th 
which hee owerth to the defence © (5+ 
true Religion , and. his diſtreftes 5:

jeas) as fortheſe , and onely theſe ends 

he undertakes it; tothe ſincerity of which 

profeſſion he calls Godto witnetle,, with 
this further aſſurance, That his Majeſty - 
will neverconfent (upon whatſoever pre- 
rence) to-a tollerarion of the Popiſh profel- 

flon there, orthe abohtion of the Lawes 
now in force againſt Popiſh Recuſants in 

that Kingdome, 

His Majeſty hath further thought fir 
to adyertiſe his Parliament, That to- 
wards this worke he intends to raiſe forth- 
with þy his Commiſſions, in the Coun- 
tics neare Weſtcheſter, a guard for his 
owne Perſon ( when he ſhall:-come into 
Irelagd) conſiſting oftwo thouſand foor, 
and two hundred horſe, which ſhalt 
becarmed at Weſichefier from his Maga. 
zine at Hull: At whichtime all the offi- 
cers and ſouldiers ſhall take the othes 
of Supremacy and Allegiancy : The 
charge of raiſing” and paying whereof 
his Majeſty defires his Parliament to 
adde to:their former undertakings . for 
that Warre,, which his . Majeſty. will nat 
Fe ©. A3 ' only 
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onely well accept ; But if cheir Pay bee 
found too great a burthen to His good 
Subje&s, His Majeſty will bee willing 
( by the Advice''of His ParFamenc ) to 
{ell or pawne any of His Patkes, Lends, 
or Houſes, towards the ſupplies of the 
Serviceof IRELA ND: Withthe addition 
oftheſe Leavics to the former of Engliſh 
and Scots agreed upon in Parliament, Hee 
hopes ſo to appeare in this Action,that 'by 
the alliance of Almighty God) in a ſhore 
time that Kingdome may bee. wholly redu- 
ced and reſtored to Peace, and ſome meas 
ſure of Happines,wvhereby He may cheer- 
fully returne, to bee welcomed home with 
the AﬀeCions and Bleſlings of all His good 
Engliſh People. 

Toward this good-worke , as His Ma- 
jeſtie hath lately made Diſpatches into 
Scot'and , to quicken the Leavies there for 
TIſter z So Hee heartily wiſhes , that His 
Parliatnent here would give all poſlible 
Expedition to thoſe which they have 
relolved:for : Munſter and Conaught : and 
hopes the Encouragement which che Ad- 

Venturers 
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vetturers (of whole intereſt His Majefly 
- will be alwaies very carefull ) will key 
receive (as likewiſe by the latelyſigning of 

a Commuſion forthe 3ffajrs of Ircland ; ro =» 
ſuch perſons as were recommended co Fim 
by bech Houſes of: Parkament ) will raife 
tultſurames of man tex the doing theres 
of, 

H1 Majcfy hath beene likewiſe vles- 
{ed ( out of His earneſt deſirero remove 
all occafions , which doe unhappily multi- 
ply miſunderitandings betweene Him and 
His Parliament) toprepere a Billto be of- 
fered tothem by His Attorney, concerning 
the Militia, whereby He hopes the Peace 
and ſafety of this Kingdoms may bee 
fully ſecured, to the generall latisfaQion of 
all men , without violation of His Maje- 
ſes ju Rights, or prejudice to the liberty 
of the SubjeQA, tf this ſhail bee thanke- 
fully a, He is gladof it, If refu- 
ſed, Hee calls God and all the world 
to ;adge on whoſe part the defaultis. One 


thing His Myeiy requues (it this Bill

bes approved of ) That if ahy/Corporati- 
on ſhall maketheir lawfull Rights ap- 
appcare , they tnay bee relerved/ tothem; 

Before His Majeſty (hall part from Eng- 
land, Hewvill cake all due care to cntruſt 
ſuch perſons with ſuch- authority in His 
abſonce, as He ſhall finde to bee requilite 
for the peace and ſafety of this Kingdome , 
and the happy progreſle of this Parlia 
ment;
